NORTH CAROLINA.

An Address to the People from Governor
Worth—He Advises Them to Reglater.

Exgcurive DEPAPTMEAT, RALEIGH, August d,
1867.—To the People of North Carolina:—Under
recent acts of Congress, called Reconstruction
aots, popular elections are shortly to be held
in l\l!s State, At these clections no person 14
to be allowed to vote uniess he shall furnish
evidenceof his right to vote for Registrars sa‘-
pointed in pursuance ol kaid acts, All male
cltizens, white and colored, who have resided in
the State ope year previous to the date of elec.
tion (with ceriain exceptions) will be entitled
to vote upon producing the certificate of the
Regletrare, It Is expectad that the instructione
will be lssued at an early day trom Major-Gene-
ral Sickles, who has been appolnted by the
President of the United States to oarry out the

rovislons of these acts in North andSouth

‘arohma, explaining to the Registrars their
dutles, and giving hig construction of the acts
us to the persone entitled to recister, aud those
to whom the right Is denied: and these Instrue-
tions it will be the duty of the Reglstrurs
to obey. .

As 1 understand these acts, no person is to he
allowed to yegister or vote who, at any time b
fore the war, hnd held any oifice nuoder the
United States, or any Btate office, ‘ereated by
Inw for the noministration of the general law ol
the Btute, or tor the administration of justiee,”
and “‘witerwards engaged in insurrection and
rebellion against the United States, or gave aid
and comfort to the enemies thercof,” I pro-
sume, in the expected instroetions from General
Sickles to the reglstravs, he will give a constrice-
tion to these, ng well as any other provisions of
the sets touching the right of registration which
may eecmn sugceptible of variant interpretation,
It is belleved that nearly sll the colored voters
above twentyone yeara old, and who bhave
resided a year in the Btate, will be entitled,
under thege acts, to register, and they will
reglster and vote, There 18 uo means of making
an estimate approximiting certainty as to the
number of white male residents above the age
of twenty-one years who will not be allowed to
vote. At the iast cénsus (1860) the total white
male population was 813,670, and the total male
colored population 101,34%; aud at the excited
election Jor Governor in 1860 112,580 voles were
onst,

The effect of this legislation, by the conquer-
Ing power of the nation, makes the negro in the
exclnded States, as to civil and political rights,
the equal of the most favorod class ol the
whites, and the pohtical =uperior of most of
those who held office in the State belore the
wer. Whatever may be the final settiement of
the questions as 1o the political equality of the
two races, or the supcriority of the one over
the other, it is certain that for a long time to
come, unless humanity 1s to be shocked by the
expulsion or anuihilation of oue race or the
other, this State is to be inbhabited by both
races; and 1t is the wanifest interest of both
races Lo live together in peace and friendship,
each ncting kindly and jusily towards the other,
Every good man, who 18 a wise statesman, will
us<e all his influence 1o avoid everything tending
to antagonize the races. If one class consoli-
dale to gain poliheal ascendancy, or effect an
other object deemed specially beneficial to sue
cluss, it will certminly leaid to counter combinu-
tions, nnd hostility between the clagsses, Injuris
ous to both, and likely to end in roin to the one
or the other,

I bave not heard of, and have no ides that
there exists] among the white population, any
combmution. public or private, to consolidate
the white vote, to the prejndice of the biacks;
nor hive 1 the slightest suspicion that any such
combination 1s contemplared,  After the regls
trars shall have declded who ar¢ to have the
privilege of voling, the persons so registerad
will be called upon to vote for or against the
call of a State Convention, and for membera of
such Convention, These ncts provide that, in
ciase a majority of the voters shall vole for a
Convention and elect members; and if such
Convention adopt a Constitution which shall be
ratiied “*by 4 majority of the persons voting on
the question of ratitication;” and “*when Con-
gress shall have approved the same, and when
the State by a vote of its Legislature elected
under said Constitution chall have adopted the
amendment to the Constitution of the Upited
Btates proposed to the Thirty-ninth Congress,
and known ag Article 14:" and when three-
tourths of the Stuates sLall have ratified sald 14th
Arriicle, then “‘the*State shall be declared eu-
titled to req:ceenlulinn in Congress, aud Sena-
tors and Representatives shall be admitted
Lhelmfr?m on their taking the oath prescribed

v luw."

The sole object of this address is to urge on
every citizen of Nerth Carolina to register, who
muy be entitled to register, and 1 have gone
futo this reoital of some of the provisious of the
ncts of Congress, to enable you to understand
the reasons which Induce me 8o to advise you.
f you do wpot register then you will not be

lowed to vote for or against the call of a Con-
vention, which s expected to make the altera-
tlons in your Constitution contemplated by
these acts of Congress, and snch other altera.
tions as the delegutes may deem proper. If
you do not register, you will pot be allowed to
volo for any delegale to the Convention.

When the Convention shall have proposed &
new Constitution, if you shall not have regis-
tered you will not be allowed to vole on the
ralification or rejection of the proposed Consti-
tution, bowever much you may sdmire or abhor
it. And if you do not register, you will not be
ullowed to vote for members of the Legislature,
who ure to ratify or reject the proposed 14th
Article a8 an amendment of the Constitution of
the Unpited States, I have no heasltation in
oprging upon every citigen who is allowed the
privilege of voting under these laws to register,
80 a8 1o vote, I he choose, on these questions,
No citizen wllowed to register and vote, who
falls to vote, will have m’f right to complan if
those who do register and vote should adoot a
Constitution which should be ever so oppressive
and proscriptive. Whatlever Constitution may
be adopted will no doubt contsin & provision
muking it difiicult to amend it, Hence every
citizen allowed to do so should do what he can
Livblmnke the new government s good #s pos
sible.

Let me ask each of youn who 18 allowed to
vote and register, ave vou willing to surrender
all share in muking the Constitution and laws
under which you ure to live? Are you willing
to surrender all share in electing the officers to
whom ghall be contided the making and the exe-
cuting of the laws, Including the levying and
collecting taxes?  Whether you regard (hese
laws as constitutional or uncenstitutional, wise
or unwise, you ought tu register and put youor-
selves in condition to vote, and mmntaln ns
long ns possible the right of the people to form
the Government and mnke the laws under which
they are to live. If you cannot have sush a
Government as you desire, make it as good as
you ean. A neglect or refusal to register I re-
gard as & voluntary surrender of the right to
take purt in governmeutsl alairs; and [ there.
fore most earnestly entreat every cltizen ot 1o
despair of popular government, but to register
omr:ule.lm try o maintain & Government
which will give to him aod his posterity s
much of security and happiness as possible

Jerry O'Brien — Preoparations for His
Kixecntion To-morrow—Interview He-
tween the Culprit and His Mother and
Sisters — Ominous Call from Sherifl

HKelly.

To-morrow the youthful murderer, Jereminh
('Brien, is to sufler the extreme penailty ot the
Inw, in the court-yard of the City Prison. The
details of the homicide of which he was found
gullty are, doubtiess, too (resh in the recollee
tlon of our readers to need woy extended refer
ence, It may be ststed fo brief, however, that
he stabbed his unfortunste misiress to death
under circumstances of the most revolting atro-
city. Tke weapon with which he accomplished
the terrible deed, blood-stained and forbidding
ag it is, now forms one of the “deodands” ol the
erimingl museum, in the oflice of our popular
Instrict Attorney, A. Oakey Hall,

The demeanor ol O'Brien has materially
changed sinee he wis sentenced to death, He
hos lost the reckless alr whieh distingumshed
him before and aiter his trial. His friends—and
thoy sre numerous—have brought potent infla-
ence to bear on Governor Feonton to secure his
pardon, or a chapge of his dread fate to impri-
sonment for 1ite, but the Governor has turned n
deal ear 1o all their entreaties, An ex-judge of
this city hus made maoy trips to Albiuny with
1his object, but he came back on ench occagion
impreesed with the hopelessness of his task, and
vesteriay the indications woere that a regrlfwv
wonld be almost beyond the range of possibility,

YISET OF SRHRIFF KELLY 7O O'BRIEN.

Yezterday afternoon Sheriff Kelly puld an
onnpous visit W the anfortunate man, On en-
tering the cell of the coundemned he informed
him that it was his printol duty to counsel him
to prepare for Lis awful fate, a8 the Governor
bad not yet interfered in his behalf, It is also
gtated that Mr, Kelly communicated to O'Brien
the fact that & degpateh had boen recetved rom
Albany, deelaring that the law stould take its
course in his case. The prisoner 1s reported to

Durancuet, he has become kind and occasion-
aliy thoughtful, A momentary elance at him
through the bars ol his cell-door yesterda
showed that he had been seized by the awfu
calm which is the natoral precarsor of death,
He heard the counsel which hud been given
him patiently, and he now seems resigned to
hig doom.

Ou Tuesday deceased told Miss Warren that
she had tound a botue of laudanum on the
staire, and the lutter secing tie bottle in her
hand took posgession of it, and placed it in her
bosom to prevent decessed getting it, At about
6 o'clock on Tuesday evening Miss Warren
placed the bottle containug the polson in tho
top drawer of her bureau, and at half-past 7
decensed cume into the room crying, sayine she
wished she was home and out ot this life, While
Miss Warren was engaged iu conversation with
A young man in phe room at the lime, deceased
went 1o the buresu, took the botile, and was
discovered drioking the polson, Miss Warren
eprang forward and selzed the bottle, but de-
censed bad swallowed nearly all the contents,
about #n ounce and a half,” Miss Warren then
remarked to decessed that It would kill her,
when she replied, ‘It will only quiet my nerves,”
She was asked what she ook iL for, and she gave
an evisive reply, Medical aid was summoned,
but Mrs. Fischer soon became insensible, and
died at 2 o'clock yesterday morning,

George Chamberlain, the yauoe man referred
to above as bhaving been in the room when
decensed swallowed the polson, corroborated
Miss Warren's statement,

Mrs. Mary Huaskins, also a boarder in the
house, testitled that she purchused a bottle of
lsudanum ot the drog store of John Btringer,
corner of Twenty-fifth street and Fourth avenue,
on Wednesday last; it contuined two ounces: |
asked for 1t for the tooth-ache,trom which I was
suffering at the nme: T used the lwadanum seve-
ril tumes, and on Friday morning left the bottle
in my washstand drawar; 1 did not miss the bot-
tle uotl after 1 heard deceased had taken the
poison, when 1 found the botile had been
removed; the bottle deceased drank out of wos
mine; I bad vo preseription for the laudannm:
merely asked for some for the toothaghe, nnd
the bottle was glven me with alabel on; de-
censed told mwe on Tuesdiy morning that she
would rather be dead. aud seld she had her
reasouns for it,

Mrs, Mury George, sistor of decensed, tostified
that she knew of no trouble that decessed was
in, sud was pot aware of any wmotive for the
suicidal nct.

No testimony could be obtained touohing the
motives which prompted the woman to commit
suicide, and the jury rondered the followl
verdiot:—"That Frances Plscher, the decensed,
came to her death by sulaide, by taking lsuda-
pum on the 6th day of August, 1867, and we
